“The most general error that is 
made by people 
buying 
Florida 
lands," he said today, is to forget the 
fact that no matter how' much fruit i 
and 
produce 
they 
raise, they are 
worse than useless if they can t ship 
them. A great many people are. lo­ 
cated ten miles or more from the 
nearest shipping point, bv rail or 
water, and they are unable to dis­ 
pose of its produce before it spoils. 
They cannot make a success of Flor­ 
ida farming, because we raise most­ 
ly perishable things. 
“On the other 
hand, if you are 
near the water, or near a railroad, 
you cannot fail to *iake money with 
a reasonable amount of work. Last 
spring I got $3 a crate for a 3-peck 
crate of green tomatoes. That price 
held for three weeks, and although 
I had only one acre of green oma- 
toes I got 
IOO crates of them out 
of that acre. 
We alway# can count 
on $1 a box for our first strawber­ 
ries, and the price for them never 
.runs below 20 cents for a quart box. 
j It is a great orange country, too. 
The reason w'e are so successful at 
St. John s Park is that we are only 
three days away from New York, 
with three boats a day running to 
Jacksonville from our town down 
the St. John s river.”

tent. Most of the small vegetables, 
such as wax and green beans and 
peas are still IO cents a quart. To­ 
matoes are selling for $1.00 a crate, 
and cucum ber/ are 60c 
a bushel. 
Kohlrabi are now on the market al­ 
so for 5c apiece, and the green corn

at 15c cents a 
dozen. 
P otatoes Still H igh 
Heavy receipts of potatoes in this 
market knocked the props from un­ 
der the potato market and prices 
took a stamp.

A petition was introduced by Al­ 
derman Frank Kohn from the prop­ 
erty owners residing along Mt. Ver­ 
non street between Front and Sec­ 
ond streets th at that street be vacat- 
ted as it was fiileJ with iron, etc., 
which did much harm. 
The m atter 
was referred to the committee on 
streets and alleys. 
The committee on ordinance, fin­ 
ance and water recommended that 
action on the plan of bonding the 
city for a sum of $250,000 for sink­ 
ing wells for a new supply, be held 
over until the next regular meeting 
of the council on September S. 1911.
